Most of the mem- 
bers of the old cabinet will be retainedin the 
new, but several of the ministers who have 
opposed the views of the president and pre- 
mier will be dropped. 

The task of forming the new ministry will 
be difficult to Briand because he must offer 8 
body satisfactory to the changing majority 
of the Republicans, in which a large num- 
ber of Radicals are opposed to what they 
term Briand’s conservatism. In forming the 
new cabinet Briand has the assistance of 


| Leon Bourgeois, former premier: M. Clemen- 


ceau, whom M, Briand succeeded in office, 
and Jean Sarryen, ex-premier and ex-min- 
ister of justice. 


Four Ministers to Remain. 


It ie likely that Foreign Minister Pichon 
Minister of Commerce Dupuy, Minister of 
War Brun, and Minister of the Navy Lapey- 
rete will remain in the new cabinet. M. 
Millerand, minister of public works, posts, 
and telegraphs, and M. Viviani, minister of 
labor, dissented from Briand’'s program, and 
their retirement is likely to be permanent.

„Les Bouffons” Tolerable. 


T fs not at all likely that Bernhardt 
‘will achieve anything else so. uninteresting 

in the course of her Chicago engagement 

as “Les Bouffons.” rs here made 
passing acquain with this work by 
Miguel Zamacois when, in the late spring 
1908, Miss Adams acted it fdr a fortnight in the 
transiation and adaptation made for her by 
Louis Napoleon Parker as “ The Jesters.” That 
acquaintance, however slight, accounted, seem- 
ingly, for the greater part of last night's con- 
siderable gathering in the Studebaker,’ al- 
though, of course, the great star’s compatriots 
were drawn thither by the fact of her appear- 


‘ance in a role she had not before acted in this 


country. The two factions of the audience, in 
consequence, made for a great deal of. ex- 
pressed appreciation of the performance—quite 
as much, indeed, as was noted at the perform- 
ance of the more familiar plays of Monday 
and Tuesday.

Jacasse (it is recalled that Mr. Frohman, in 
Miss Adams venture with the play, showed

She acted Jacasse last night in exacting con- 
ditions, although the role asks little of her in 
the way of mereyphysical expenditure, She had 
played Reichstadt in the afternoon, the cur- 
tain falling on the matinée at nearly 6 o’clock. 
She ts engaged in learning the role of the 
mother in “Madame X” against next week's

Statement by Marc Klaw 


The following statement by Marc Klaw was 
made yesterday: 

“There is absolutely no truth in the state- 
ment that Mr. Charles Frohman or Klaw & Er- 
langer or either of them has signed any paper 
of truce with the National Theater Owners’ as- 
sociation, and it is time that the assertion 
which appeared in some of the papers this 
morning was flatly contradicted. We have al- 
Ways regarded the attitude of the National 
Theater Owners’ association as a huge joke, 
and nothing has happened since my return 
from the northwest to change our opinions. 
The one-night towns in that rt of the coun- 
try, as elsewhere, are clamtring for our at- 
tractions. Some attractions booked by us would 
probably like to play them, but a resolution 

by so-called National Theater Owners’ 


‘association last summer made that impossible. 


These foolish, deluded men, after clamoring for 
a long time for what they called an open door. 
when they got within sight of it promptly shut 
the bolt by passing a resolution that nobody 
could book more than two interests. That 
meant simply that Klaw & Erlanger could 
book their own shows and the shows of some 
one other manager, but would have to stop 
there, while, on the other hand, the National 
Theater Owners’ association could book any 
number of shows. That is all that the one- 
night stands are suffering from today. Over- 
tures have been made to us to try to ease 
this situation.

The duke cared little for bis only dom and 
namesake, nor for his wife, but Was deeply 
attached to his only ter, hess 
Pauline, who nursed him throughout hie ill- 
ness with the utmost devotion. In this way 
she was brought into contact with young Dr 
Willim and fell in love with him and he with 
her, her father, of course, knowing nothing 
about the matter.

After his death Duchess Pauline and the 
doctor determined to wed, but found all sorts 
of obstacles in the way of thelr union. It 
was not until five years later that the duchess 
managed to effect an arrangement with the 


whereby ehe was able to wed Dr. Wüllm. 

According to this , she renounced 
her royal status, her titles, and all her pre- 
rogatives as a duchess of Wurtemberg, and 
as @ princess of the reigning house, being 
created by the King a member of the petty 
nobility, with the name of von Kirbach.’ 
It was as Miss von Kirbach that she mar- 
ried Dr. Willim on May 1, 1860, and went with 
him to live at Breslau, where he had built up 
a considerable practice. At the same time 
she gave an undertaking not to return to 
Wurtemberg, where by reason of her near 
relationship to the reigning family her pres- 
ence might have proved awkward. * 

Apparently che never regretted her choice 
and was perfectly content and happy with 
her lot. She made no attempt to assert her 
royal birth and took pains to avoid royal vis- 
itors whenever they came to Breslau, where 
she took an active part in the woman's rights 
movement, being even suspected of harboring 
socialist sympathies. When last I saw her 
she had lost all traces of any beauty she may 
have bad, and was, to say the least, eccentric 
in her dress, showing a decided preference 
for red blouses, which naturally were con- 
strued as a manifestation of her alleged so- 
clalist leanings. She has several children 
now grown up. 

‘ — 

André Massena, who, at the age of 19, 
now succeeds, through the death of his enor- 
mously stout father, to the latter’s honors 
as fifth Prince d’Essling, and Duc de Rivoli, 
is a great-grandson of the first Emperor Na- 
poleon’s most celebrated marshal—namely> 
André Massena, who, of Jewish origin, was 
created Duke of Rivoli for the battle of 
Rivoli, in Italy, and Prince of Essling, for his 


services in connection with the French vie- 


tory of Essling, in lower Austria. 

The emperor also inscribed him and his 
heirs, in male line direct, in the pages of the 
grand livre de France, for an annuity in per- 
petuity of $18,000 a year, which was com- 
muted by the late prince after much nego- 
tiation, with the present republican govern- 
ment, for a large sum. The annuity was 
given to Marshal Massena, not so much for 
his military services as for his ready diplo- 
macy in taking upon himself, without an in- 
stant’s hesitation, the full responsibility for 
the clumsiness of his sovereign in destroying 
one of the eyes of Marshal Berthier, Prince de 
Wagram, at a shooting party Fontain- 
bleau. After the downfall of Napoleon Mar- 
shal Massena joined the Bourbons and had his 
titles confirmed by Louis XVII. 

— 

The late prince was familfar, both under 
the name of d’Essling and of Duc de Rivoli, to 
many American visitors and residents of the 
French Riviera aa president of the Cercle de 
la Mediterranee, the principal club at Nice. He 
served as officér of cavalrfin the Austrian 


war of 1870, and was among the few who re- 
mained wholly loyal to the Bonapartes after

, and ' frequently invited him and 
his consort to visit her at Windsor. 

The princess died in 1908, within twenty- 
four hours of the Princess de Wagram, a 
curlous coincidence, since Napoleon's great 
victories of Wagram and Essling were fought 
on two successive days, July 5 and July 4, 
1809. Princess @’Essling, like the late Prin- 
cess de Wagram, was a member of the Jewish 
race, theugh a convert to Roman Catholicism, 
the Princess de Wagram being a daughter 
of one of the Barons Rothschild of Frankfort, 
while the Princess d' Essling was Cecile Fur- 
tado, niece and adopted: daughter of the 
multi<nillionaire, Mme. Furtado-Heine, so 
farnous for her philanthropy that it won for 
her the cross of officer of the Legion of 
Honor—a unique distinction for a woman. 

The late Princess d' Essling at the time of 
her marriage to the prince was the widow of 
Gen. Michael Ney, Duke of Elchingen, and 
Prince de la Moskowa, by whom she had two 
daughters, Rose Ney, married to the Duke 
Langa de Camastra, and Violette, wife of 
Prince Bugene Murat, as well as two sons, 
the elder of whom, Napoleon Ney, Prince de 
la Moskowa, is judicially separated from 
Princess Eugénie Bonaparte (of the Roman 
Bonapartes), while the other, Charles, Duc 
d' Elchingen, has as wife the widowed Count- 
ess Charies de Breteuil, nee Roussel. ‘These 
four children of Princess Essling by her first 
marriage are, therefore, half-brothers and 
half-sisters of the new Prince d' Essling. 

The death of Gen. Michael Ney, Prince de 
la Moskowa, grandson of the first Napoleon’s 
famous Marshal Ney, whom the great em- 
peror proclaimed to be ‘{the bravest of the 
brave, remains to this day shrouded in mys- 
tery, which his relatives and the authorities 
alike refrain from making any attempt to 
unravel, f 

— 

He was found slain in 1881 in a deserted 
house at Croissy, haif way between Paris 
and St. Germain, under such unsavory cir- 
cumstances that it was concluded that pri- 
vate and public interests would best be 


served by abstaining from any inquiry as to 


whether he had been actually murdered or 
had been driven to take his own Ute by the 
blackmailers who already had succeeded: in 
extorting large sums of money from him. 

It would be impossible to make any mention 
of the name of his grandfather, Marshal Ney, 
fn an American newspaper without calling 
attention to the fact that he is believed by 
many to have survived his execution in Paris 
on_ Sept. 7, 1815. when he was shot by tite 
soldiers in fulfillment of the judgment of 
the court martial, and to have come to this 
country, where he is said to have spent many 
years, dying here at an advanced age. So 
much has been written, however, about this 
story im the American press—a story always 
denied by the Ney family—that it is unneces- ‘ 
sary to make any more than the briefest 
reference thereto. j 

In conclusion I may mention that the late 
Prince @ Essling was one of the most noted 
bibliophbiles in Europe and has left not only 
4 magnificent brary, but an unrivaled col- 
lection of engravings of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. Should this collection 
and his library come under the hammer the 
auction would attract book and art lovers 
from all parts of the world.

There is just one place in this great city 
where all its citizens are equally interested; 
one place where all meet on a common plane 
—where politics should never enter, and 
where peace and justice should, as now, ever 
abide.

It was founded by Gen. Bidwell about 
forty years ago and is one of the most at- 
tractive spots on the Pacific coast. 

Government Seed Test Plant There. 


Close to the town the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture has established a plant 
introduction station, where the rare seeds 
and bulbs brought to America by the official 
explorers are set out and become adapted for 
use in this country. A mild climate and one 
regarding the-reliability of which there can 
be no question is 4 first requisite for such a 
station; and that is-wny the government's 
experts selected this valley. 

Speaking of one of the valleys of California, 


acres of such land was ample to support a 
family. But the Sacramento valley has done 
better than that, for Samuel Cleek and his 
wife lived for years off the proceeds of one 
acre at Orland and in addition to their living 
put $400 a year in the bank, all of which was 
taken from their little farm, Mr. Cleek is 
dead, but his remarkable farm is pointed out 
to those who visit the 14,000 acre project 
being built by the United States reclamation 
service at Orland. 

Any of the products of the temperate or 
semi-tropic climates can be grown on the 
farm that is to be given away.

With proper care the farm will 
yield enough within: a few seasons tos pay 
for the construction of an attractive home. 


Little Frost and Snow. 

Frost is almost unknown in the vicinity of 
Chico and snow is seen only in winters of ex- 
ceptional severity. The surrounding moun- 
tains protect the Inhabitants of the valley 
from severe storms, in addition to offering 
ample opportunity for recreation, The pros- 
pects for an increase in the value of land is 
excellent on account of the rate at which set- 
tlers are pouring into the valley. 

The great basin of California, of which the 
Sacramento valley represents one part and 
the San Joaquin valley another, contains 
more than 15,000,000 acres of land, most of 
which, it is claimed, will be occupied by set- 
thers within a few years. Residents of the 
great basin believe it will be the scene of 
a great popular movement within the next 
few years, as it contains the largest body of 
undeveloped, irrigable land in the United 
States.

He suc- 
ceeded In securing a unanimous vote to a res- 
olution to appoint a committee to confer with 
railroad presidents regarding free transpor- 
tation in passenger coaches to h s en 
route to points where labor is in deman

by Supt Rogers of the Municipal lodging 
house, and to start a movement toward a 
national free employment bureau.

There were thus six defects unearthed as 
the net result of the investigation of which 
ouly two are noted by the experts as at ail 
serious. These two, the omission of concrete 
on the ten light court columns, and the 
placing of concrete around the steam f 
by their contrast of too much and ttle 
concrete, seem to indicate thet 
rather than design is the root of the trouble. 


Most Important Defect Found. 
As to the first of these defects, Prof. Talbot 


says: 

„The omission of the concrete coating of 
the columns around the light court consti- 
tutes the most important defect discovered. 
The purpose of this coating of concrete is two- 
fold, first for flreprooſing purposes; second, 
to protect the steel work from corrosion. 

“The omission of concrete protective 
coating does not affect the structural strength 
of the building. It may also be stated that 
even around these columns there is fire- 
proofing formed by four inches or more of 
brickwork built_up in a manner which is not 
uncommon practice in building construction 
over the country. Further. wherever the 
steel of the columns and beams was exposed 
the surface of the steel was found to be well 
coated with paint. 

“The amount expense required to put 
in thie concrete was not large and there was 
little incentive to skimp work other than 
haste and carelessnees. The conditions found 
in these ten columns show that the supervi- 
sion and inspection in this part of the work 
mus have been lex. 


General Construction Is Good. 

“It ts proper to point out that, with the 
exception of the defects already noted, the 
quality of the general structural construction 
found was satisfactory. The concrete pro- 
tective coating about the steel columns was 
hard and dense and of excellent quality. The 
brickwork was wel) laid. The joints were 
full and the mortar unusually good. The 
joints between pleces of terra cotta were weil 
filled with good mortar Concrete floors were 
solld and strong, and in all such matters 


there was every indication of thorough and 


substantial construction. ‘There is no reason 
to doubt that the structural steel work of 
the building Is satisfactory and safe.“ 

He concludes with the statement that the 
initial showing of Coulson to the bureau war- 
ranted the extensive investigation, though 
**fortunately many of the claims made by 
Coulson were not substantiated “ 


Rubbish Not Menace to Building. 

As to the second of the substantial 
charges,“ Col. Wells wrote: 

“There are indications that the tops of 
the tile arches, particularly at the haunches, 
were not carefully cleaned off, some broken 
tile, bricks, and rubbish were covered over. 
But in no case did 1 find sufficient rubbish 
to injure the strength or fireproofing quali- 
tles of the concrete. 

These floors are most excellently laid 
and are a streng. substantial job in every 
tense of the word.“ 

He notes that the eoncrete spoiled by 
freezing is being torn out by the contrac- 
tors, having ‘been condemned by the archi- 
tects. Other items in his report state: 

The glazed brick work in the light courts 
is particularly good and the best of work. 

“The tile floors are well laid and set up, 
except that there are a few hollow spots of 
which the architects are aware. 


Some Marble Already Condemned. 

“The English vein Italian marble above 
the fifth floor is of most excellent stock, 
carefully selected and matched, of proper 
thickness, and well set up. The marble work 
on the lower floors is not up to that on the 
upper floogs. I find many blue pencil mark- 
ings upon this work, which, the architects 
inform me, are their markings for condemna- 
tion, - 

“T have examined the terra cotta and 
stone work, and find it up tothe requirements 
of the plans and specifications. 

„The ornamental iron work is good work, 
substantial, and up to the requirements. 

“The fire escapes aré as per plane and 
apecifications. a 

“The window frames, sash, doors, parti- 
tions, base, picture molding, chair rails, 
hardware, glass, and so forth are up tothe 
requirements, substantial, well built in and 
set up. 

“ The stock of the cabinet work, particular- 
ly im the council chamber. is most excel- 
lent, evenly matched, and properly erected. 


Calls Flooring Rebate Fair. 

“The specifications call for seven-eighths 
inch maple flooring, but 18-16 inch flooring 
has been laid. A rebate of $5 a thousand 
board feet wal allowed by the contractor 
for this change, which, in my opinion, is 
fair. These floors are of excellent material 
and dre well lat 

The plaster work is well done. 

“Roof and general metal work has been 
done in accordance with the plans and speci- 
fications and is good and substantial. 

Most of the plumbing and gae fitting work 
has been covered up, but such as is exposed 
is well done and in accordance with the plans 
and epecifications in so far as I can see. 

“There are five water tube boilers which 
contain 3.000 feet of heating surface in each 
boller, and there is one horizontal tubular 
boller.

“It is true, as, Mr. Thorne says, that the 
railways in Texas are capitalized for $412,- 
465,748, and that the railway commission 
estimates their physical value at $212, 704,586. 
But that the railway commission's valuation 
is grossly and unfairly low is demonstrated 
by the fact that the appraisal placed on the 
roads by the state tax commission, and on 
which they must pay taxes, is over 
$419,000,000, . 

Mr. Thorne: was equally unfortunate in 
giving misleading figures regarding the valu- 
ation in Wisconsin,“ continues Mr. Miller.

The Schiller building, at 108-100 Randolph

have been purchased by Charlee W. Pard- 
ridge from the Schiller company for $460,000, 
the amount at which the building was valued 
by the board of review. , 

The sale was negotiated by Albert L. 
Strauss, in connection with Farnham, Wil- 
loughby & Co., the latter having hed the 
eT of the property for several 


The purchase was made as an investment 
by Mr. Pardridge,/ who is a large Owner of 
choice State street frontage, and he is said 
to plan the expenditure of considerable 
money in improving the building. 

The ground on which the building stands 
belongs to the Slater estate of Boston, and 
was leased by Francis H. Bartlett of that 
city, trustee, to Frans Amberg in 1890 for 
a term of ninety-nine years at an annual 
rent of $17,500. This leasehold interest sub- 
sequently was conveyed to the German Opera 
House company, composed of a number of 
wealthy German citizens, and having a capi- 
tal stock of 5500 000, which erected the build- 
ing, which long has been one of the most 
conspicuous structures in the central dis- 
trict.. It is seventeen and a half stories high, 
and was erected after plans prepared by 
Adler & Sullivan, at a cost of about $000,000. 


Company Is Reorganized. 

It was the purpose of the company to make 
it a center for grand opera and theatrical 
productiong in German, but the project was 
not su ul, ard the company was re- 
organized in the latter part of 1899 by the 
Harris Trust company, representing the 
holders of the first mortgage bonds, the new 
organization being called the Schiller Build- 
ing company. The reorganization proved 
successful, and the bonds have now been 
called in at 108 and interest. The Garrick 
theater has for several years been located in 
the building. .
